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ALTERNATIVE COMMODORE 64/128 OPERATING SYSTEMS by LEON BEBBINGTON 


Editor's Preliminary note: DOS stands for Disk(c) Operating System. In practice, any 
modern operating system (0S) now recognises disk drives but the convention of 
including the D in the abbreviation persists. 


So the AMSTRAD CPCs and PCWs, and some Spectrums, have CP/M as an alternative 
DOS, but what does the C64 hava? Well, there are several alternative operating 
systems to choose from. 


1} COMMODORE/Vic DOS: This DOS was originally designed for the Vic 20 computers, 
which is why ali the older Commodore serial devices are backwards-compatible with 
the Vic 20. It is run via BASIC, and is both long-winded and slow. I suppose 13 
years ago when it was created this wasn't that important aS not many people had disk 
drives. It was only really only of use by programmers. Commodore DOS is very 
outdated now but until you start upgrading your system it's something you have to 
live with. However, the DOS is built into your C64 and disk drive and comes with 
whatever C64-compatible drive you decide to buy. 


2} FASTLOAD v6.0 (ACTION REPLAY MK VI}: This is a little better; a fast loading, 
easy to use, DOS with function key commands and a machine code monitor. Under 
Fastload (and JiffyDOS) you would type something like 


@I <RETURN> 
whereas to do this under Commodore DOS, you would have to type 


open 15,8,15 <RETURN> 
print#15,"I" <RETURN> 
close 15 <RETURN> 


Immediately you can see one difference is speed. The main advantages are: 


It allows fast loading on the first file 

It does not wipe out your basic programs when listing a directory 
Scratching files and validating disks is done a lot easier 

It allows you to 'old' basic programs which have been 'newed' 
File and disk copying is far faster and 

Disk handling and Commodore DOS is a lot easier to understand 


and the disadvantages are: 


It occupies the expansion port 


Fastioad isn't 100% compatible and 
Plugging and unplugging is a pain when something is incompatible 


The advantages far outweigh the disadvantages, and this is still a recommended 
purchase to any user. Generally, I only use Fastload when I want to do some machine 
code programming or disk copying, but everybody will find a use for this. Please 
note I haven't mentioned any other features of the Action Replay cartridge as I am 
covering operating systems here and not hardware. 


3) JIFFYDOS: This isn't something you plug into the back of your C64. It's a set of 
Chips which replace the Commodore BOS fom chips in your computer and disk drive, so 
becoming an integral part of your system. Most importantly, it is guaranteed 160% 
Compatible with all software and hardware. on installing the chips, you have a 
Switch that you place on the ieft side of your computer which allows you to switch 
off JiffyDOS at any time, even while your computer is switched on. 
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JiffyDOS has merely one disadvantage; it does not allow you to use the tape port 
when it is switched on. This isn't really important as most disk users don't even 
look at their tape drive. However, some users use their tape port to provide power 
to their non-C64 printers. This problem is simply overcome by switching off JiffyDos 
when printing, then switching it back on when finished. Good, eh? 


JiffyDOS also adds wedge commands (? - BW) to your system and is backwards 
compatible with Commodore DOS, except 15 times faster when loading, saving, reading, 
writing and transferring data to your disk. It's permanent and supports all 
Commodore computers and most Cé4-compatible drives as well as PRG, REL, SEQ, and USR 
files which should please programmers no end. I couldn't imagine life without 
JiffyDOS. It adds real power to the C64 and is very versatile. Treat yourself and 
bring your C64 a little more up to date with JiffyDos. 


If you don't feel confident enough to install JiffyDOS yourself, EBES (Electric 

Boys Entertainment Software) at 2A, Woolaston Road, Harringay, London, N4 1SE (phone 
or fax: 0181 348 4916) will install it for you. I don't think there is an 
installation charge, but please check with them before sending off your keyboard. If 
you don't want to send off your C64 to EBES because of the postage costs, then High 
Street Micros, 18, High Street, CREWE, Cheshire (01270 580964) will install JiffyDos 
_for a price and may be near enough for you to deliver your machine to them. I 

uggest checking both to see which will be cheaper for you. 


4) GEOS: Now we're on to the most recent ‘buzz word' on the Commodore scene - GEOQS. 
This stands for Graphical Environment Operating System and runs in a similar way to 
WINDOWS or WORKBENCH, so pointing and clicking is pretty much a way of life for GEOS 
users. The creators of GEOS led the computing world into a a new era. Indeed the 
ideas and ideals of GEOS are still very much alive today, except GEOS on the C64 is 
now WINDOWS on the PC (Big NB to Bill Gates & Co: all ensuing litigation should be 
directed to Mr L Bebbington... BW). The PC community are pointing and clicking and 
are amazed at how much easier it makes computing for then. 


How GEOS works is what sets it apart from any other C64 operating system. It's 
software based, and treats your disk drive as a hard drive. GEOS has its own fast 
loader and calls different parts of the Program from your disk as required. This is 
very similar to how computers with hard drives use them; they load different parts 
of the program into memory as and when required. This allows any GEOS utility to be 
bigger than the computer memory available - which is a good way of getting around 
the restrictions of the Cé4 and is also another good reason why having a disk drive 
is better than relying on tape. It does mean you will need some programs on all your 

40S disks (eg Desk Top, your selected Printer and Input drivers) but this isn't too 
limiting. 


Some have commented that GEOS is a little on the slow Side, but I find that it 
is fun to use, and the job it does is far more important than how fast it runs. It 
isn't ideal for everything, but there is something for everyone (as long as you are 
a disk user.) This is a recommended add-on to any serious C64 user's collection. 


Please note when buying GEOS: EBES are the only company in the UK that can offer 
up-to-date versions of GEOS, full support for users and up-to-date programs for it. 
Whereas some other companies (mentioning no names) will offer the Systems disk at a 
cheaper price, no one else can offer full support and a guarantee that GEOS will be 
fully working on arrival (NB: this is the writer's opinion and not necessarily a 
Statement of fact-BW. Phew!). GEOS is also available for the C128, which means 80 
columns and faster screen updates, so if you have a C128 it is recommended that you 
buy the 128 version.

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THE SPECWORD WORD PROCESSOR 


Before we go on, it should be noted 
that SPECWORD is most certainly not 
designed to rival or better commercial 
word processors like WORDMASTER or 
TASWORD, but new users can find it 
difficult to purchase these programs new 
for a cheap price without resorting to 
piracy. 


SPECWORD

SPECWORD is primarily designed for a 
standard 128k Spectrum with a +D 
connected - but don't let that put 
anyone off. This is only because it is 
set up to load and save to +D disk and 
has a feature to file to the ramdisc 

_ (drive !). 

When loaded, you are greeted with 
the usual 128k style menus. All options 
are driven using this system, and 
selected with the cursors and ENTER. The 
first menu is the DOCUMENT menu where 
you can load, save, print, edit, backup 
or alter the program. When starting 
afresh, you must select CREATE and give 
your document a working title. 


EDITING 


You are then moved swiftly onto the 
editing screen itself. This is set up as 
a blue screen with white ink, but can 
easily be altered. At the top of the 
screen you are given a bar of 
information, presented in 64 column 

ode. This features your current line, 

column and gives the status of caps 
lock, word wrap, margin starts and 
lengths and states of various modes 
(insert / overwrite etc.) 


CONTROLS 

There are a great many keys which 
allow you to manipulate your text. These 
are thankfully listed in the HELP 
section. The main control keys are: 


EDIT : Return to main menu 


INV VID : HELP PAGE 
ARROWS : Move cursor 
DELETE : Delete character 


TRU VID : TAB 
GRAPH : Printer Control 
EXTEND : Extra commands 
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Pressing INV VIDEO gives an on- 
screen help page oof the general 
commands. To get help on the printer 
commands, press GRAPH then INV VIDEO. 
For the other extra commands, press 
EXTEND MODE then INV VIDEO. Some 
commands worth mentioning are Set and 
reset margins, move to start / end of 
text, Select Insert / Overwrite mode, 
wordwrap on / off, word count and word 
find, and setting and resetting of tabs 
and blocks. 


FILES 


There is a file accompanied with the 
program: 
ptrcodes : CODE 49152, 1166 

This loads into the word processor 
and gives details of how to turn on and 


off advanced printer controls like NLQ, 
Superscript, Italics etc. 


The loading command can be found at 
line 2290 should you wish to change it 
to tape or your preferred disk type. The 
ramdisk loading command can be found at 
line 2220 which can also be easily 
adapted. 


The save command can be found at 
line 3420 and it's ramdisk equivalent at 
line 3630. The save option also 
cunningly hides the option to re-title 
your document. 


The PRINT option from the main menu 
is very comprehensive and allows you to 
print individual blocks or the entire 
document. You can also alter the amount 
of lines to be printed per page, 
spacing, margin setting, start line, 
page numbering, page waiting and line 
feeds. 


CUSTOMISING FOR YOUR PRINTER 


The option to enter your own control 
codes is very simple. You are presented 
with a menu of letters which you can 
define your code. We'll select "B" for 
our example. Move the option bar to "B 
// bd" and press ENTER. You are then 
asked to choose upper or lower case. I 
tend to use upper case to turn the 
printer control ON and lower case to 
turn it OFF. So, select which you prefer 
and you are then presented with another 


ge 


window of codes. Move the bar to the 
code you wish to enter and type the new 
number. Press ENTER if satisfied or 
DELETE to start again. When entered, 
move down to the next code until 
finished. 


FINISHING TOUCHES 


As I mentioned earlier, the colours 
of the screen can be easily altered to 
suit. Choose the CUSTOMISE option in the 
main menu where you will be presented by 
a smaller menu of current values. TEXT 
is your current screen colour 
(alternative colours to try are 7 and 
32), WINDOW is the colour of the current 
edit line (the line you are on when 
typing text) should you wish it to be in 
a different colour. BORDER is your 
border colour and "£" refers to the code 
you usually type to print up a pound 
Sign. This is found in BASIC by LPRINT 
CHR$ x where x is the value which prints 
the pound sign. Although usually the

NO S8S.A.E. REQUIRED!!! 
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So we now have Windows 95, with loads of publicity and hype. No doubt, some of you like me, had people 
who knew of your interset in computers asking if you've bought it yet. No doubt you replied in the negative, 
pointing out that it doesn't work on your computer. 

Never before has so much fuss been made about an operating system. Bill Gates has to be complimented on 
making a computer programme so sexy. How many people though will be disappointed when they find that 
their word processor or spreadsheet runs in exactly the same way as before. The new operating system 
changes the way that programmes are filed and used,but the programmes stay exactly the same. How many 
people will have to buy more memory because of the demands of the software? How many people will buy 
upgrades to a system that already works perfectly well? How many people will fall for the same thing when 
Windows 97 is released? How many computers that work for Windows 95 will be junked for Windows 97? 
The biggest question of all though, is what number of people who buy the new software continue to do things 
that could be done on a much simpler computer? Many computers are used for simple word processing, 
speadsheet calculations and database management. There are places where memory and processing speed are 
important. Recent visits to hospitals and a couple of analytical chemistry labs show places where powerful 
computers pay their way. Some of my students though have wonderful computers, turn their noses up at my 
PCW, but games excepted, don't do anything on their computers that I can't do on mine, and in fact do less on 
their computers than I do on mine. 

For those of us who use 8 bit computers, life remains pretty much the same. I suspect that there are plenty of 
of us who wouldn't mind a pentium, or a CD ROM or multimedia, but don't value that more than the thousand 
or so pounds that it takes to set one up. When the premium bond, the eight score draws or the pools come up 
the story might change. Meanwhile, we know and appreciate the power of lesser computers. To use an 
analogy, we don't buy a thirty eight tonne articulated lorry to take the kids to school and to do the Sainsbury's 
run. Eight bit computers still do all the things that they could do when eight bits was all you got. In fact they 
can often do a lot more. Programmes like Locoscript 3 or Microdesign produce output unthinkable back in 
the mid-eighties. 

The problems for us are going to be continuing availability of software, publications and add ons. Several 
magazines have vanished. The resurrection of the C64 apart, the computer makers aren't making any more of 
our computers and few people will devote R&D capacity to a shrinking market. Those of us who are left need 
to join together, to encourage those who do support our mqchines, to provide mutual encouragement and a 
network of support for each others problems. The PC dominates the computer world and the bit of the 
computer press that is sold through my local newsagents but it is not the only player in the game. 

Our computers don't run Windows 95, but they still work. The amount of software for them is increasing 


(even if it's harder to find), the amount of expertise about them is growing. Saaputes loyalty is still

Extracted From VAT notes No: 2 1995 
- Para 6. Ostriches - liability. "From l 
April (yes really-BW) 1995 supplies of 
live ostriches and fertilised eggs are 
zero-rated. Previously, the live bird 
had been standard rated with supplies of 
ostrich meat being zero-rated as food of 
a kind for human consumption or as 
animal feeding stuffs. 


"However ostrich feathers, ostrich 
skin leather and other parts of the bird 
not used for human consumption or animal 
feed remain standard-rated. 


"The change acknowledges the fact 
that ostriches are now increasingly 
being farmed in the UK for food (?-BW), 
and follows consultation with the 
relevant bodies (Ha! Ha!), including the 
British Domesticated Ostrich Association 
and the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food. 


"VAT notice 701/37 Live Animals will 
be updated to reflect these changes."

Extracted From VAT notes No: 3 1995 
- Para 9. "Pre-germinated grass seed - 
liability. Given that pre-germinated 


grass seed is not seed for the 
propagation of animal food stuffs, it is 
not eligible for the zero-rate. Despite 
this view, we were prepared to allow 
zero-rating to continue for the time 
being as this practice was widespread in 
the industry.

If you are teaching yourself typing, then this one-sheet course is for you! 
Two-fingered typists are welcome! Our aims are to increase speed, 
appearance and comfort. You will be taught to press the correct keys 
with the correct fingers; to take your eyes off the keyboard and onto 
your work; to lay out your work correctly. Start by sitting in a correct 
posture: upright, on a chair of suitable height, legs in front of you, 
keyboard and screen at a comfortable distance.

The keys on the left of the double line belong to your left hand, the 
others to the right hand.

Now, your fingers are only one key 
away from any letter key on the keyboard, an ideal position for fast 
typing. Let's get used to pressing these keys. Look at. the chart above 
if needed, not at your fingers. Press the space bar with the thumb on 
your right hand. Press the finger which is resting on the appropriate 
key, and type this a few times:-

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THE C64 GRAPHIC ENVIRONMENT OPERATING SYSTEM (or GEOS for short) by Andrew Fisher 


When Brian Watson asked me to write an article about GEQS for 8BIT, two 
important questions answered my mind:- 


Q. How much money does it take to get a fully-featured graphical interface on an 8- 
bit computer, with integrated text and graphic software, cutting and pasting between 
documents, control over fonts and WYSIWYG printing? 


A. Less than you think. 
Q. What do all 8-bit computers need in this, the autumn of their life? (WHAT ! } 
A. Support from clubs and companies, and new software. 


Well 8BIT, along with all the other clubs and small retailers, are trying to 
keep the eight bit machines alive. But surely there is very little NEW software in 
development that pushes our machines further than ever before? In the Commodore 64's 
case you'd be wrong - thanks to GEOS. Berkeley Softworks (later to be known as 
geoWorks) developed a point-and-click interface for the humble 64 that made it 

—resemble an Apple Macintosh in function and usability - no more unwieldy OPEN 
-ommands to scratch a file, with GEOS you could simply lift it off the "desk top" 
and place it in the waste paper basket. And this was 4 YEARS before Bill Gates 
started talking about his first Windows system! 


How does the system work in practice? The most important thing to consider is 
hardware. The minimum requirements are:- 


A Commodore 64/128 and a TV/Monitor, a GEOS system disk, a 1541 or compatible 
disk drive, and an Input Device - joystick, mouse, lightpeén, Koala Pad, trackball 
etc., plus a few blank disks. 


On top of this, you will néed a printer to print out your creations - GEOS uses 
specially written printer drivers (and more are written every week) to cope with 
changes in techhology - from the simple Commodore dot-matrix to a4 Fostseript Laser 
Printer. Secondhand bargains are easy to find, ribbons sometimes slightly harder, so 
check that there is at least one spare ribbon with any printer you buy. (Handy hint 
- the Commodore KPSi250 printer can take Olivetti DM100 printer ribbons, which are 
easier to find.} 

As you become accustomed to the system, it is very easy to upgrade your hardware 
and software. New applications all share the same basic look and feel, with pull- 
down menus and icons, and extra hardware will make your life easier. As an example, 
a second disk drive (be it 54", 3%" or even a hard drive} will reduce disk Swapping 
and time, whereas the ultimate system would include extra RAM. This can be in the 
form of a Commodore RAM Expansion Unit (in sizes up to 2Mb of memory), the special 
GeoRam 512K unit designed specially for GEOS, or even a RAMLink with up to 16Mb of 
battery-backed memory and the ability to boot GEOS in a few seconds when you switch 
on. 


Your first purchase should be the GEOS v2.0 (or GEOS 128 v2.0) system disk. This 
comes complete with geoWrite v2.1 (a WYSIWYG word-processor), geoPaint 2.0 (a page- 
orientated paint program), desk accessories and add-on utilities plus a big manual. 
Don't be frightened - it's not that difficult to understand. 


The first step is to load up GEQS and install the applications. This gives them 
a unique serial number and prevents illegal copying. (There are ways around this for 
legitimate users who buy software installed on another system). Once you have done 
that, the tutorial will take you through the process of setting up a work disk, 
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getting used to moving files on the deskTop screen and loading up an application. 


All GEOS applications have the same look and feel, and the one you will use the 
most is the deskTop. (Note that the deskTop is regarded as an application, not a 
permanent part of the system. Alternative programs like Gateway from Creative Micro 
Designs do the same job in a different way, or there is the exciting geoShell that 
provides a Command Line Interface (CLI) similar to MS-DOS or CP/M for those who like 
typing.) There will be pull-down menus, icons to click and double-click, dialogue 
boxes that require input or allow you to select a file anda pointer. You can 
manipulate the pointer with a mouse, joystick, trackball, lightpen, Koala Pad etc. 
One thing to get used to is that the major applications are “page-orientated" and 
based on a standard A4 page - so a geoPaint file can be up to 8&%" by 11". 


One great asset is the software bundled with the GEOS system - geoPaint and 
geoWrite. The latest version of geoWrite has all the options (search and replace, 
headers and footers, automatic time, date and page stamping) you would expect in a 
WP. But then it adds full control over margins, typestyles and spacing in a 
graphical way. Want to make the page narrower? Click on the on-screen ruler and move 
the M (for margin) mark. Keyboard shortcuts and a separate spelling checker (with US 
dictionary and optional personal dictionaries) make it better than any other word 
processor on the C64 due to its unique ability - pasting graphics in among the text. 


Of course, the place to draw your graphics is geoPaint. Rather than trying to 
cope with the whole page at once, your view is limited to a drawing window with an 
impressive set of 20+ tools, with extra options like changing brush shape and colour 
just a double-click away. And it is very straightforward to design a graphic, cut it 


out of the geoPaint document and paste it into a geoWrite document - or any other 
GEOS-produced file for that matter. 


This portability of data is what makes GEOS unique on the 64. You might take an 
address from the database (geoFile), financial details from the spreadsheet 
(geoCalc), make the data into a chart with geoChart (or a pie chart, graph, line 
graph, scatter plot etc), then with text from a geoWrite file and a graphic 
converted from a different art program into geoPaint format, assemble the whole lot 
in the DTP program geoPublish. Gnce you know how to point, click, type and move 
icons you will be able to do anything in GEOS. 


PC owners may have Windows 95 to co-ordinate all their activities - Commodore 64 
and 128 owners should turn to GEOS to do the same for them. AS an example of the 
ongoing development, it is now possible to get a program to send, print and receive 
faxes in GEOS with a suitable modem. Or how about the multitude of programs that 
allow you to transfer graphics from other art programs on the 64 into geoPaint - and 
even from PC and Macintosh format? Graphic morphing, like Terminator 27 Get 
geoMorph. Add in thousands of home-made and commercial fonts, all the graphics for 
any situation you will ever need (plus the ability to transfer graphics from other 
programs) and there is enough support for GEOS to last into the next century. 


There are two important points of contact in the UK, and more overseas. 
(Australia, New Zealand and the USA are leading the way when it comes to GEOS). 
Electric Boys Entertainment Software are the official UK distributors of GEOS 
products, under licence from Creative Micro Designs in the States. For on-going 
technical support and follow-on programs, EBES are the only choice. Send £1 (or 
International Reply Coupon) and an SAE for their catalogue listing GEOS software and 
further details as well as the latest hardware and software from around the world 
to:- Electric Boys (8-Bit), 24; Woolaston Road, Harringay, London, N4 1SE.
